Industrial Accidents in January, 1912 


There were 86 fatal and 214 non- 
fatal industrial accidents recorded by 
by the Department of Labor during 
January, 1912. This is a more fav- 
orable showing than in the correspond- 
ing month of 1911, but less favorable 
than in December, 1911. Twenty-three 
men were killed in the railway service 
and fourteen in mining. Of the non- 
fatal. accidents, the largest number 
was also in the railway service, name- 


‘The 
most serious disasters of the month 
were. the derailment of a wrecking 
train by a snowslide near Revelstoke, 
B.C., in which a brakeman and three 
sectionmen were killed, and a prema- 
ture-explosion of dynamite on Cana- 
dian Northern construction work northi 
of Nipigon,, Ont., by which two lab- 
orers were killed and five injured.
